Pricey oil to 
end global 
economy 
author says 

FORECAST Triple-digit oil 
prices are once again 
around the corner and will 
sound the death knell for 
globalization, an 
audacious Canadian econ¬ 
omist predicts in a new 
book. 

Jeff Rubin, who until 
two months ago was the 
chief economist and 
strategist at CIBC World 
Markets, argues that the 
days of cheap oil are over, 
making the global econo¬ 
my unsustainable and 
turning back the clock on 
the way we live. 

In his book. Why Your 
World is About to Get a 
Whole Lot Smaller: Oil 
and the End of Globaliza¬ 
tion, Rubin argues that an 
ever-decreasing amount of 
supply but ongoing 
insatiable demand for oil 
will propel prices to highs 
not yet seen. 

At oil prices of $100 a 
barrel or more, it won’t 
make sense to have a fac¬ 
tory in one part of the 
world producing goods for 
another part of the world, 
Rubin argues. Any savings 
on low wages will be 
wiped out by the costly fu¬ 
el needed to transport the 
goods to market. 

Instead, globalization 
will be replaced by local 
economies, where people 
buy goods made nearby 
and trade between region¬ 
al neighbours rises.

But Dan Mathews, senior 
vice-president of People for 
the Ethical Treatment of 
Animals, said it was Jean 
who is missing reality. 

“Our campaign is not to 
stop the native hunt, which 
accounts for only a very 
tiny part of Ganada’s seal 
slaughter,” said Mathews. 

“Far more than 90 per 
cent of the Ganadian seal 
hunt is unrelated to the 
native peoples. What we 
want to stop is that huge 
commercial market that 


is all about selling baby 
seal skins to Norway, 
where they become fash¬ 


ion items for the Russian 
and Ghinese markets,” he

California court upholds 
same-sex marriage ban 


Rehabilitation

SRI LANKA More than 9,000 
Tamil Tiger fighters have 
been questioned by judges 
following Asia’s longest 
modern war and most will 
undergo rehabilitation, Sri 
Lanka’s militaiy said yes¬ 
terday.

Lured by low rates 

First-time home buyers drive spring market 


While the economy 
remains a huge concern, 
lower home prices and in¬ 
terest rates are the two 
main ingredients that 
have driven Canadian first¬ 
time home buyers to buy 
in the spring market, 
according to a report 
released yesterday by Roy¬ 
al LePage Real Estate Serv¬ 
ices. 

According to a poll by 
Pollara Research for Royal 
LePage, 86 per cent of 
Canadians say lower inter¬ 
est rates make them more 
likely to purchase a home, 
followed by 81 per cent 
who say lower housing 
prices are the motivating 
factor. 

But the economy re-

mains a stumbling block, 
with 76 per cent citing job 
security and 64 per cent 
saying a stable economy 
are important factors in 
their buying decisions. 

Still, some buyers have 
returned to the market 
this spring, with a first¬ 
time home buyer’s tax 


credit and a home renova¬ 
tion tax credit for 2009 cit¬ 
ed by potential purchasers 
as influencing factors. 

So far Canadian develop¬ 
ers have avoided a disas¬ 
trous spring, with new 
home sales down by 26 per 
cent in April compared to 
last year, representing the 
slowest rate of decelera¬ 
tion in six months. 

There were a total of 
1,880 sales in April com¬ 
pared to 2,541 the year be¬ 
fore, according to figures 
released yesterday by the 
Building, Industry and 
Land Development associa¬ 
tion. Still, year-to-date 
sales are down by 52 per 
cent compared to 2008.

FINANCE Bank of Montreal

this week will also notch 
profits. 

Canada’s fourth-largest 
bank said it was cutting its 
37,000-strong workforce 
by three per cent across all 
operating groups in a 
move it said would save 
money down the road. 

Provisions for bad loans 


at BMO were not as high as 
some analysts had expect¬ 
ed, illustrating how the na¬ 
tion’s banking sector re¬ 
mains far healthier than 
that of its global peers. 

“I think the implication 
is the banks can continue 
to perform fairly well with¬ 
in their core banking oper¬ 
ations,” said Edward Jones 
analyst Craig Fehr. 

BMO reported its profit 
fell 44 per cent to $358 mil¬ 
lion in the second quarter, 
ended April 30. That was 
down from $642 million a 
year earlier. reuters

Dr. Julio Montaner, di¬ 
rector of the B.C. Centre 
for Excellence, is one of 
the world’s leading HIV- 
AIDS experts. Part of his 
work includes combating 
the disease in Vancouver’s 
impoverished Downtown 
Eastside. 

He says people on the 
streets have seemingly 
bigger problems than 
treating HIV. 

Finding food, shelter, 
staying safe, dealing with 
mental-health problems 
and getting the next hit 
all take precedence over 
an invisible infection that 
hurts little in the early 
stages. 

“They need places they 
can get services that are 
the number one priority 
for them, so that eventu¬ 
ally ... you can start ad¬ 
dressing other issues. I al¬ 
ways say, ‘HIV is my prior¬ 
ity, but it is not your pri¬ 
ority,”’ Montaner ex¬ 
plains. 

“The number one prior¬ 
ity is to help these people 
live a better life. The sec¬ 
ond priority is to stop the 
stigma and discrimina¬ 
tion that makes it so diffi¬ 
cult to work with these in¬ 
dividuals.” 

Part of that is decrimi¬ 
nalizing 
drug use, he 
argues. “We 
can’t contin¬ 
ue to try to 
help these 
people be¬ 
cause they have a drug 
problem and on the other 
hand, chase them around 
because they have five 
grams of marijuana in 
their pocket.

The treat¬ 
ment also vastly lowers 


the presence of the dis¬ 
ease in the body, meaning 
it is much less likely they 
will transmit the disease. 
“Unless we do that, we are 
not going to be able to 
control the epidemic.” 

But many street people 
don’t get treatment, 
meaning they get sick and 
die after being infected 
for many high-risk years. 
Montaner calls it a “reser¬

- their compensa¬ 
tion, employees 
can either leave, or 
lose, their jobs. Many will 
then turn to the courts. 
However, as I often write 
in this column, winning or 
losing in an employment 
law case can have as much 
to do with the judge you 
happen to draw as with 
the relative merits of your 
claim. Here are two cases 
that illustrate this uncer¬ 
tainty. 

After 36 years at the 
Bank of Nova Scotia, David 
Chapman resigned, argu¬ 
ing that a reduction in his 
salaiy and the bank’s fail¬ 
ure to honour a promise 
amounted to his termina¬ 
tion. In a three-year period. 
Chapman’s base salaiy had 
remained consistent, but 
his overall salaiy had de¬ 
clined by 13 per cent 
through a reduction in his 
incentive compensation, 
such as stock options, 
bonus pay and shares. 

The legal doctrine of con¬ 
structive dismissal permits 
employees to treat funda¬ 
mental changes to their 
jobs as effectively amount¬ 
ing to their termination. 
However, Chapman’s case 
was dismissed. The court 
reasoned that, despite the 
decline in his total pay, his 
pay still fell within the ap¬ 
plicable salaiy range for his 
position. 

Contrast this case with 
the recent Ontario deci¬ 
sion involving Lawrence 
Doran and Ontario Power 
Generation Inc. Here, a 
number of changes were 
established that would 
have had the effect of re¬ 
ducing Doran’s compensa¬ 
tion by 15 per cent. Al¬ 
though OPG argued that 
the changes were applied 
consistently to all execu¬ 
tive-level employees and 
were necessary from a 
business perspective, the 
court found that Doran 
was permitted to treat his 
employment as at an end 
given the changes to his 
pay, in which case he 
would receive the same 
severance pay as if he had 
simply been fired.

For nurses like Danielle Lat- 
ulippe-Larmand, 47» 
helping the sick goes 
beyond physical and men¬ 
tal health — it’s about 
transforming entire 
communities for the better. 

“For me nursing was al¬ 
ways about helping people. 
You want to be able to 
change communities to 
make things better for peo¬ 
ple,” Latulippe-Larmand 
said. 

Latulippe-Larmand 
works at the Centre for Ad¬ 
diction and Mental Health 
in Toronto, helping pa¬ 
tients often struggling to 
regain control of their own 
lives. Having now worked 
for more than 25 years 
throughout the field of psy¬ 
chiatric nursing, Latulippe- 
Larmand feels a profound 
sense of duty to help the

mentally ill — people she 
believes are the most mar¬ 
ginalized within society. 

“A lot of people are un¬ 
comfortable around people 
who are mentally ill. At the 
end of the day these people 
are just like me and you, 
they were just unfortunate 
enough to get an illness. 
The stigma is getting better 
but it’s still there,” she said. 

Negative perceptions 
about working with the 


mentally ill persist even 
within the nursing field it¬ 
self, Latulippe-Larmand 
says, making it harder to 
bring new nurses into 
fields like psychiatric nurs¬ 
ing. 

“A lot of nursing students 
when they get out of uni¬ 
versity are told, ‘Don’t go 
into psych yet,’ so we face a 
stigma even among our col¬ 
leagues,” Latulippe-Lar¬ 
mand said. 


The continual nursing 
shortage in Canada forces 
nurses to work longer 
hours and deal with more 
patients, something Lat¬ 
ulippe-Larmand says is defi¬ 
nitely putting pressure on 
the entire health system. 

Latulippe-Larmand was 
just 20 when she graduated 
with a nursing degree in 
Quebec. She quickly moved 
to Toronto in 1982 to find 
work since nursing jobs 


were scarce in Quebec 
while Toronto was in the 
throes of an enormous 
nurse shortage. She refers 
to all of her patients as her 
“clients” and, contraiy per¬ 
haps to popular beliefs 
about nursing, Latulippe- 
Larmand’s work goes far 
beyond the hospital ward 
— she spends a large 
amount of time doing ad¬ 
vocacy for her clients, in¬ 
cluding helping them find 
and keep a roof over their 
heads, get into schools or 
training programs or even 
manage their day-to-day af¬ 
fairs. When clients pass 
away, Latulippe-Larmand is 
often the only person left 
to make funeral arrange¬ 
ments or finalize affairs. 

“It’s about making sure 
these people have rights 
and improving the quality 
of their lives. Yes they’re 
sick but they are people,” 
Latulippe-Larmand said.

Meetings not 
necessary? 

SURVEY Professionals should 
think twice before schedul¬ 
ing that next meeting, a 
survey suggests. Managers 
interviewed said 28 per 
cent of these gatherings are 
a waste of time. Moreover, 
almost half of respondents 
(45 per cent) felt employees 
would be more productive 
if their company banned 
meetings one day a week. 

In the OfficeTeam survey 
executives were asked, 
“What percentage of meet¬ 
ings do you feel are unnec- 
essaiy?” 

Executives also were 
asked, “How much more or 
less productive do you be¬ 
lieve your employees 
would be if your company 
banned meetings one day a 
week?” 

“Businesses are operating 
with lean teams, which im¬ 
plies more people are 
stretched for time,” said Of¬ 
ficeTeam’s Robert Hosking. 
“Sometimes meetings out¬ 
live their original purpose, 
so professionals should 
carefully consider whether 
one is warranted or if 
there’s a more efficient way 
to share the information.”

Journeying to the Lost World 


Venezuela's billion-year-old tepuys are an epic destination

Waterfalls are popular 
places. There's something 
about them that makes 
people gush with torrents 
of praise and wonder. You 
have honeymooners' 
Niagara, of course, and 
then Africa's Victoria Falls, 
and the likes of Iguazu on 
the Brazil-Argentina bor¬ 
der. 

But although these are 
worthy of praise, the falls 
which tower above them 
all is the loftily-titled Angel 
Falls, in deepest darkest 
Venezuela. 

Angel Falls is massive. 
It’s so tall its waters sepa¬ 
rate into a million danc¬ 
ing droplets by the time 
they reach the forest 
canopy below, where rain¬ 
bows arc at its feet. It’s the 
height of sixteen Niagaras 
piled atop one another: A 
near-kilometre of free 
falling water. 

The falls vault from a 
canyon that prises open 
the vertical cliffs Auyan 
Tepuy, or Auyan mountain. 
Auyan, the largest of the 
unique mesa mountain 
tepuys of the ancient

Guyana Shield, rises 2,510 
metres (8,233 ft) in south¬ 
eastern Venezuela. The en¬ 
tire region is protected by 
the jewel in Venezuela’s al¬ 
ready shining crown of na¬ 
tional parks, Canaima Na¬ 
tional Park — one of the 
world’s largest. 

Arthur Conan Doyle 
based his adventure yarn. 
The Lost World, on reports 
by Victorian explorers to 
the region. 

It was widely believed 
that life on top of the 
mesa mountains, isolated 
from the world, could 
have been suspended in 
its evolutionary develop¬ 
ment. 

The possibility of di¬ 
nosaurs still existing on 
the mountains has fired 
the imagination of every 
visitor since then. 

Although no dinosaurs 
have been found to date, 
the summits of the moun¬ 
tains do harbour some fas¬ 
cinating creatures, most of 
them found on one moun¬ 
tain, and nowhere else. 

Our “modern” age has 
been no less susceptible to 
the magic and mystique of 
this remote region. Ru¬ 
mours of UFO activity 
abound, and the indige- 


terfall called Paradise Falls, 
which is based on Angel Falls. 
A Disney production team ac¬ 
tually made the arduous jour¬ 
ney to the tepuys in order to 
capture the prehistoric and 
otherwordly ambience of the 
area.

The truth, however, is 
far more entertaining, 
and, in a land rich in gold 
and diamonds, far more 
appropriate. 

It’s named after a mav¬ 
erick bush pilot called 
Jimmie Angel, a Canadian 
Air Force pilot of the First 
World War with a pen¬ 
chant for redheads, and a 
passion for gold. 

In 1921, Angel was con¬ 
tracted to fly to one of the 
Guyana Shield’s moun¬ 
tains, called tepuys by the 
Pemon. 

He landed his plane 
atop one of them, where 
his contractor proceeded 
to pan a river, and fill a 
sack, so the story goes, 
full of gold nuggets. So 
many, in fact, Angel 
feared they wouldn’t be 
able to take off again with 
the extra weight. As they 
nosed off the mountain, 
the plane plunged thou¬ 
sands of feet before Angel 
managed to level out. 

So began Angel’s obses¬ 
sion with the River of 
Gold, taking his place in 
the long line of adventur¬ 
ers who have raked the re¬ 
gion in search of El Dora¬ 
do. Over the following 
years, he persuaded vari¬ 
ous backers to fund his 


trips in search of “his” 
mountain. He never 
found it. But in 1933, An¬ 
gel returned from a trip 
very excited. This time it 
wasn’t a river, gold, a 
tepuy or even a redhead 
that had caught his imagi¬ 
nation, but a waterfall. He 
claimed to have sighted 
surely the tallest in the 
world. 

“A waterfall a mile 
high,” he claimed. 

Tell us another tall sto¬ 
ry, retorted the other reg¬ 
ulars at the bar. 

On a flight in 1937, An¬ 
gel attempted to land on 
the surface of the Auyan 
mountain. His small plane 
stuck in a bog. He and his 
party, which included his 


wife, were forced to find a 
way down. They eventual¬ 
ly made it to a nearby mis¬ 
sion 11 days later — some¬ 
what slimmer. 

This time though, they 
all got a good look at the 
falls, and Angel’s story 
didn’t look so tall after 
all. 

Today, you can see An¬ 
gel’s rescued plane at the 
airport in Giudad Bolivar, 
a city on the banks of the 
Orinoco. 

And you can follow An¬ 
gel’s flight path in a small 
Gessna right past the falls 
as it cascades off the in¬ 
timidating Auyan moun¬ 
tain. But the best way to 
truly appreciate the 
grandeur of the falls is to 


take a boat trip to its base. 
River-depth permitting, 
motorized dugout canoes 
piloted by local Pemon 
make the trip up from the 
idyllic shores of Ganaima 
Lagoon. 

You can do the trip in a 
day, but the most reward¬ 
ing way to visit is to stay 
overnight slung in a ham¬ 
mock, and climb to the 
lookout beneath the falls 
at the crack of dawn 

. Then, as the sun’s rays 
rise from the east, they 
slowly edge their way 
down the mountain’s 
cathedral facade, bathing 
the falls in pure golden 
light. It’s just as well An¬ 
gel’s surname wasn’t 
Smith.

From silent-era films earn¬

(although it’s American R, 
rating varies province to 
province in Canada), the 
comedy was not likely 
branded that in the U.S. be¬ 
cause of scenes involving 
booze. Surprisingly, the Mo¬ 
tion Picture Association of 
America doesn’t reportedly 
take alcohol into accoimt

among its rating factors. 

Perhaps more surprising 
was the fact that parents in 
the study seemed more con¬ 
cerned about alcohol-con¬ 
sumption than smoking on 
film despite past research 
linking the risk of teen 
smoking to the cinema. 

According to lead author 
Meghan Longacre, that atti¬ 
tude may reflect “a greater 
concern with the negative 
consequences of teen drink¬ 
ing that may seem more im¬ 
mediate and dire to parents, 
such as drinking and driv¬ 
ing, compared to the 
longer-term health conse¬ 
quences of smoking.” 

While nobody is sajdng 
The Hangover should be 
avoided, it’s important to 
note it the film is intended 
for older audiences.

Metro Recipe of the Day 


Spiced Couscous 
Tomatoes 

INGREDIENTS: 

8 large tomatoes 
2 tbsp (25 ml) extra virgin 
olive oil 

1/2 cup (125 ml) (125 ml) 
flaked almonds. 

1 small eggplant, diced 
1 tsp (5 ml) ground corian¬ 
der 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) ground 
cumin 

1/8 tsp (0.5 ml) ground cin¬ 
namon 

1 cup (250 ml) boiling veg¬ 
etable stock 

3/4 cup (175 ml) couscous 

2 tbsp (25 ml) chopped 
fresh mint 

50 g dried apricots, 
chopped 

1 tsp (5 ml) harissa (chili 
paste) 

pepper to taste 

METHOD: 

1. Cut tops off tomatoes 
and scoop out insides. 
Place tomatoes and cut-off 
tops on one side. Place 
seeds and scooped-out 
flesh in sieve set over 
small bowl and press with 
back of spoon to extract 
juices; you will need about 
5 tbsp (75 ml) juice. Leave 
bowl of juice on one side 
and discard seeds and 
flesh. 

2. Place hollowed-out 
tomatoes upside-down on 
plate covered with paper 
towel and leave to drain. 

3. Heat. 1/2 tbsp (7 ml) 


olive oil in nonstick pot. 
Add flaked almonds and 
cook over low heat for 2-3 
minutes or until golden- 
brown. Remove from pot 
with slotted spoon and set 
aside. 

4. Add remaining oil to 
pot. Stir in eggplant and 
cook 5 minutes, turning 
frequently, until browned 
and tender. Stir in corian¬ 
der, cumin and cinnamon, 
and cook a few more sec¬ 
onds, stirring constantly. 

5. Pour in stock and bring 
to rapid boil, then add 
couscous in steady stream, 
stirring constantly. 

Remove from heat, cover, 
and leave to stand 5 min¬ 
utes. 

6. Uncover pan, return to 
low heat and cook 2-3 
minutes, stirring with fork 
to separate grains. Stir in 
toasted almonds, mint and 
dried apricots. Add harissa 
to reserved tomato juices 
and stir, then pour over 
couscous. Add pepper and 
mix well. Spoon couscous 
mixture into tomatoes, re¬ 
place tops and serve.
